French Official Report. 

PARIS, May 24,—-The official com 
munication telling of the German re- 
capture of Fort Douaumant was made 
Ly the French war office tonight. The 
text of the statement reads: 

“On the west bank of the Meuse the 
infantry action ‘continued east of Le 
Mort Homme. Several times our ar- 
tillery fire stopped the enemy, who at- 
tempted to debqueh from the village 
of Cumieres. In the course of the af- 
ternoon a spirited counter attack en- 
abled us to retake trenches situated 
on the southern outskirts of the vil- 
lage. 

“On the east bank the  bombard- 
ment was redoubled in the region of 
Fort Dounumont, on which the enemy 
had particularly set himself, Furious 
attacks, with two Bayarian divisions 
newly arrived on this front, succeeded | 
each other all day. After several 
fruitless attempts and enormous losses 
the enemy succeeded in re-occupying 
tHe ruins of the fort. Our troops hold 
the immediate approaches. About the 
sume time an attempt to flank our 
positions in the Caillette wood com- 
pletely failed under our gunfire and 
the fire of our infantry.” 

The text of the statement which was 
‘esued in the forenoon today says: 

“In the Champagne district, the 
Germans by the use of gas, endea vored 
to occupy our Whes at a point west of 
che Navarin farm, Our curtain of 
fire threw the enemy back to his 
trenches,

BERLIN, May 24, via London, (2:16 
pm )—The capture by Thuringan 


troops of the village of Cumieres, east 
of Dead Man's Hill on the rdun 
tront was announced by the war office 
this afternoon, The village was taken 
by storm. So far more than $00 pris- 
cners including 8 officers have been 
tuken by the Germans in this opera- 


tion, 

The text of the official communica- 
tion si : 

“Western theatre: Southwest of Gi- 


venchy strong Hinglish forces repeat- 
edly attacked our new positions, Only 
seattered troops were able to pene- 
trate them, ‘The troops fell in hand 
to hand combats. In other respects all 
thelr attacks were repulsed with very 
severe English losses, Small detach- 
ments met with a similar fate near 
Hulluch and Biairevitle. 

“Southeast of Hauvront, northwest 
of Moulin-Sous-Toutvent, and in the 
region north of VPruhay, French at- 
tacks failed, ‘To thy west of the 
Meuse we completely repulsed by our 
infantry and machine gun Sire an en- 
emy attack on the southwestern slope 
of Le Mort Homme. To the east of the 
Meuse the enemy repeated his furious 
attacks in the Douaumont region and 
suffered most severe losses by our 
fire. The ground temporarily lost by 
us was almost entirely recaptured by 
our brave regiments and they made 
more than 550 prisoners. The fight- 
ing still continues supported by very 
heavy artillery fire from both sides.”

Immediately on receipt of the phone 
call, Inspector Shute, Sergt. Rait, with 
Constables [Wallace and Kennedy, 
started in the Ford car used by the 
department, for the Highlands river 
bank. When the body was recovered 
it was taken to the parlors of Con- 
nelly «& jMcKinley, where it is now 
being prepared for burial and await- 
tng identification,

White, formerly of the First Gordon 
Highlanders, and a+ son of the late 
Field Marshall Sir George White, the 
defender of Ladysmith, was sentenced 
to three months’ imprisonment at Ab- 
erdare, Wales. He was convicted un- 
der the Defenee of the Realm Act for 
having attempted to induce coal min- 
ers to strike in order to compel the 
government to show leniency toward 
leaders of the rebellion in Ireland. 

After leaving the army, in which he 
won the ‘distinguished service order for 


his services during the Boer war, 
Cupt, White became a Socialist. He 
went to Ireland to live and took part 
in the riotous Larkin strike in Dub- 
lin in 1914. Later, he joined the Sinn 
Feiners, 

When asked to. rejoin the army, 
Capt, White said he would rather be 
placed with his back to a wall and 
riddled with bulle 


He also said he was present at an 
interview between Emperor William 
and Field Marshall White when the 
emperor complained that he never 
could understand England and never 
had been able to secure her friend- 
ship.

Germany does not want Evrope to

In their statement the ministers 
have a good deal to say about the 
impropriety and unwisdom of 
publishing General Alderson’s let- 
ter at this time. What they do 
not say is that the views attributed 
to him were not the views of Gen- 
eral Alderson, That being what 


they could say it, the omission will 
be taken as affirmation of the re- 
port. In such cases the absence

As usual, in the statement re- 
garding the publication of General 
Alderson’s opinion of the Ross 
rifle, the Ministers take refuse be- 
hind the enemy. It is, they say, 
unwise to say anything about the 
demerits of the rifle lest the enemy 
should learn something to his ad- 
vantage. This is the same sort of 
excuse that has been put up every 
time attention has been called to 
an oversight or an error in the 
management of any part of our 
war business.
